Extensive Search Launched 
For Suspected Cop Killer 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
- 
About 1,000 lawmen closed off 
the Indianapolis Northeast Side 
during the night, hunting the 28- 
year-old fugitive mental patient 
wanted as a suspect in the 
slaying of Patrolman Robert E. 
Schachte. 
Schachte, 29 and a six-year 
veteran of 
the 
Indianapolis 
Police Department,* was shot 
once in the face at close range 
Tuesday afternoon and was 
pronounced dead at Marion 
County General Hospital about 
an hour and a half later. A 
team of neurosurgeons was 
unable to revive him, saying a 
bullet that had entered just 
below 
Schachte’s 
nose 
had 
lodged in the brain. 
Police obtained a first-degree 
murder warrant for the arrest 
of Ricky Lee Vaughn, who has 
a lengthy police record and who 
escaped Sept. 11 from Central 
State Hospital here. Police said 
his fingerprints were found on 
the car Schachte had stopped 
moments before the shooting. 
A man believed to have been 
Vaughn was seen late last night 
near the Meadows Shopping 
Center 
by 
Detective 
Sgt. 
Donald Campbell and Detective 
John R. Larkins. Larkins fired 
two shotgun blasts at the man 


when he refused to stop and 
Campbell fired several shots 
with his revolver, but police 
were uncertain whether they hit 
the man. 


Police said they learned that 
Vaughn, known sometimes to 
act as a female impersonator, 
entered

WASHINGTON <UPI> — American officials said 
today that if demonstrations against President Ford's 
planned visit to Japan next month continue and become 
more bitter, it may be necessary to reconsider making the 
trip.

He said the “American 
people’s faith in government has been shaken by 
Watergate. People feel, they were betrayed by Nixon,,”

SOUTH BEND, Ind. (UPI) — A former federal of­ 
ficial pleaded guilty Tuesday to charges of accepting a 
bribe from a South Bend contractor. Herman K. Walker, 
51, former deputy director of operations in the In­ 
dianapolis office of the U. S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, could be sentenced to as much as 15 
years in prison and fined up to 120,000 He pleaded guilty 
before federal Judge Robert Grant, to one of 19 counts 
returned, by a federal grand- jury last month. He 
specifically pleaded guilty to accepting a $500 payment 
from contractor Charles Howell, although over all he was 
accused of accepting about $10,000 from 1971 to 1973.

Cox feels he might have pushed 
the White House harder during 
his brief tenure as special 
Watergate prosecutor. 


“I think perhaps I could have 
been a little more vigorous in 
objecting to the White House 
refusal to' cooperate in supply­ 
ing evidence,” he said in an 
interview from Cambridge Uni­ 
versity. 


Cox, teaching at Cambridge’s 
Sidney Sussex College, said 
former Attorney General Elliot 
Richardson had given him the 
impression the 'White House 
was 
“going 
to 
supply 
it 
voluntarily. 


“If I had felt this was not so 
I suppose I would have started 
getting 
the 
subpoenas 
(for 
tapes) out earlier,” the 62-year- 
old law professor said Satur­ 
day. 
Former President Richard M. 
Nixon fired Cox on Saturday, 
Oct. 20, 1973, after five months 
as 
special 
prosecutor 
for 
repeatedly pressing the White 
House to hand over presidential 
tapes. 
The dismissal climaxed, a 
“Saturday night massacre” in 


which Deputy Attorney General 
William Ruckelshaus was also 
fired and Richardson resigned 
in protest. 


Cox 
said 
he 
was 
sorry 
Watergate detracted U.S. lead­ 
ers from other national prob­ 
lems, but he thought Americans 
treated the scandal with the 
importance it deserved. 


Cox said Europeans “have 
now come to see that Ameri­ 
cans 
were 
right 
in 
their 
perception” of the affair and 
“have not 
exaggerated 
the 
importance of Watergate.”

it prefers black control in the 
black neighborhoods. 
The CORE statement put the

leading

federal court order to bus 18,235 
students. 
The 
NAACP 
has 
consistently 
supported 
the 
order. 
Mary Dennison, acting na­ 
tional director of CORE, said 
"we feel that busing became 
the issue because no alternative 
to achieve quality education 
was available." 
“CORE calls for desegrega­ 
tion through community control 
because the most obnoxious 
feature of segregation is not the 
fact 
that 
black 
and 
white 
children are not sitting next to 
each other,” she said. 
“The fact that whites control 
schools in the black community 
as well as in their own is the 
feature of segregation which is 
intolerable.” 
Ms. Dennison said she will 
request an immediate end. to 
the busing ordered by U.S. 
District 
Judge 
W. 
Arthur 
Garrity June 21. The judge now 
is drafting a long-range school, 
desegregation order for next 
fall 
Cardinal Humberto Medeiros, 
Roman Catholic bishop of the 
Boston 
archdiocese, 
Monday 
said 
he 
“appreciates 
the 
feelings of those who do not 
want their children bused.” 
However, he said, “no other 
means to achieve integration 
has been discovered and I am 
for integration of schools.” 
Racial incidents were report­ 
ed in and around a number of 
schools Monday, including two 
robbery attempts.

If you are accidently con­ 
victed, and are a part of the 25 
per cent of criminals that spend 
time in jail rather then on 
p r o b a t i o n , 
s e v e r a 1. 
organizations make sure you 
receive humane treatment, free 
education and training. Your 
family will be well taken care of 
at no expense to you. When you 
are released, society will make 
sure you are able to find a job 
and a place to live. 
Turn the coin over, and you 
will find no assistance available 
to the innocent victim of a 
crime. Forced to appear time 
after time in court,, while the 
case is continued, it is at your 
own personal expense. If you 
were injured in the commission 
of the crime, medical treatment 
is out of your own pocket, and 
there is no free training to help 
you overcome any disability 
resulting . Any property taken is 
a direct, loss, with only the 
possibility of writing a small 
part off as a tax loss. 
On the witness stand, all too 
often you are treated as though 
you were at fault. A woman who 
has been raped is subjected to 
penetrating questions about her 
past sex life based on the fallacy 
that any woman who has con­ 
sented previoulsy is more likely 
to consent or encourage the 
rapist.

He said: “Victims of 
heinous crimes are often totally 
forgotten and their families are 
left in poverty and with, no 
means of financial support.”

such as inaugurated in a few 
jurisdictions, he would have the 
victim reimbursed for any loss 
bv the perpetrator as condition 
of release.

In Indianapolis, two boys 14 
and 15 were waived to criminal 
court on a rape charge, ft was 
found they had been to juvenile 
court, and released on probation 
for similar offenses 14 times in 
the past. In another case, teen­ 
agers were arrested on charges 
of kidnapping and brutally 
raping three local women at gun 
point. Now, more than three 
years after 'the crime, 'they are 
still out on hail after conviction 
pending appeals. 
Attorney General William 
Sax.be recently addressed a 
businessmen’s convention. He 
said criminal rehabilitation “is 
a myth and probation is a 
failure. We are so sold on the 
idea of correction that we call 
the institutions that.” He said 
we were fighting an uphill battle 
to convince people that jail is for 
'punishment 
rather 
than 
rehabilitation. 
Let’s spend as much time, 
effort, concern and money 
toward the victim s as 
is 
presently being directed toward 
the perpetrators of crime. Not 
only 
are 
our efforts 
unap­ 
preciated, they are not ef­ 
fective. Crime continues to 
increase.

Otis Bowen said 
here Monday night that he has 
directed Indiana’s $431,006 fed­ 
eral transportation grant for 
the elderly and handicapped be 
used for what he termed “one 
of the greatest needs of older 
Hoosiers.” 
In some counties school buses 
may be used. 
Bowen spoke at the Gover­ 
nor's Conference on Aging at 
Purdue University Union Buil­ 
ding. The governor, a physi­ 
cian, 
discussed 
not 
only 
transportation for senior citi­ 
zens but also taxes, medical 
services, 
welfare 
assistance, 
nutrition—and inflation.

Bobby Bonds And The Yankees

NEW YORK (UPI) - Few 
people in the world know Bobby 
Bonds any better than Willie 
Mays, and nobody’1 tell you 
that any quicker 'than Bobby 
Bonds, himself. 
Last May when he was in a 
state of terrible depression, so 
down in the dumps he didn’t 
seem to care whether the sun 
ever came up again or not, 
“damned near going crazy,” as 
he put it, looking for that light 
at the end of the tunnel and 
trying to pull himself out of a 
straight jacket-like slump, by 
far the worst of his career, 
Bobby- Bonds turned to the one 
person it was only natural he 
would—Willie Mays. 
It didn’t matter they no 
longer were with the same 
club. 
The 
feeling 
between 
Bobby Bonds and Willie Mays 
transcends whom they happen 
to be working for at the 
moment. They’re very close to 
one another, or tight, which is 
the word more generally used 
by ballplayers, and when Bobby 
Bonds has a problem, particu­ 
larly one of a baseball nature, 
why, naturally, Willie Mays is. 
the first one he goes to. 
“We’re more like two bro­ 
thers,” says Willie Mays. 
“Bobby feels free to talk to me 
about anything. I feel the same 
way about him.” 
Bobby Bonds, remembers the' 
day he had that talk with Willie 
Mays last May. He remembers 
it very well, and one of the 
reasons he does is because he 
had come in with the San 
Francisco Giants for a series 
with the New York Mets at 
Shea Stadium on Willie Mays’ 
43rd birthday. 


Bonds was hitting .216 and 
was O-for-20, but the very next 
night, which was May 7, he 
clipped George Stone for a pair 
of doubles, driving in two runs 
in a 3-0 victory, and followed 
that up with, a home run off Jon 
Matlack the next night. 
Overall, this past year was 
not an especially good one for 
Bonds. On the field he-simply 
didn’t have his usual spirit and 
dash, and off it, be sometimes 
had too much, getting' himself 
stopped by police once for 
driving while drinking and 
another time for interfering 
when his older brother, Robert, 
was being given a traffic ticket. 
From a solid .283 batting 
average the year before, he 
slipped to a not-as-strong-as-tt- 
looked .256. From 96 RBI’s, he 
dipped to 71, and from 39 
homers, he tailed off to 21, so 
he had a hunch the Giants 
would trade him and he was 
right. 
While he out fishing for 
striped bass and channel cat 
around Antioch, Calif., Tues­ 
day, the Yankees announced 
they had gotten him even up 
for Bobby Murcer, another 
outfielder who was supposed, to' 
be the next Mickey Mantle. 
From what I could see, the only 
thing Murcer had in common 
with Mantle was that both 
came from Oklahoma. 
Bobby Murcer did have a 
good year for the Yankees in 
1973. He batted .304, had 95 
RBI’s and 22 homers. The 
Yankees rewarded him with a 
brand new $110,000 contract and 
thought oh, boy, he's ready to 
do it all now, but sadly for 
them., and for him, too, he 
didn’t come close. 
Now the Giants have the left- 


handed hitter they need, but in 
their new outfielder, they 
certainly don’t have a perform­ 
er with the raw talent and 
ability Bonds has. 1 think Bonds 
will tear up American League 
pitching the' same way Frank 
Robinson and Orlando Cepeda 
did when they first came over 
from the National. Willie Mays 
looks at it pretty much ’ the 
same wav. 


“Believe me when 1 tell you, 
you’re gonna see a completely 
different ballplayer next year,” 
he.says. “Bobby will do well in 
New York. Very well. This 
change could be the best thing 
that has ever happened to him. 
I know he was unhappy over 
there, and that he and Charlie 
(Fox) had words. I don’t know 
why, and really can’t say why, 
but when I left the Giants, I 
think Bobby loet a little.” 
Bobby 
Bonds 
says 
that 
himself. 


Maybe he and Willie will get 
to the root of it sometime in the 
next week or so. Mays leaves 
for his Atherton, Calif., home 
Friday and Bonds lives only 20 
minutes away. 


“We’ll be speaking,” Willie 
says. “He’ll track me down.” 
Two summers ago, both Gene 
Mauch and Sparky Anderson 
called Bonds the best player in 
the league. 


“He had a slight off-year 'this, 
past season, but he's still one of 
the best in my opinion,” says 
Anderson.

Three quarterbacks—all vet­ 
erans—changed uniforms Tues­ 
day and one trade could set the 
stage for Joe Nafnath’s move to 
the West Coast next season. 
In the most complex deal, the 
Dallas Cowboys sent Craig 
Morton, a 10-year veteran who 
repeatedly has asked to be 
traded after being relegated to 
second-string 
behind 
Roger 
Staubach, to the New York 
Giants for their No. 1 draft 
choice. 
Morton has signed a World 
Football League contract with 
Houston for next season and if 
he succeeds in breaking it, 
since the dub has moved, to 
Shreveport, 
La., 
then 
the 
Giants will have to provide 
Dallas with additional draft 
choices. 
The Giants then sent their 
quarterback. Norm Snead, to 
'the San Francisco 49ei*s for 
draft choices, 
But the most intriguing trade 
saw Los Angeles send John 
Hadl, the National Conference 
Player of the Year last season, 
to the Green Bay Packers for 
five high 'draft choices. Hadl 
lost his storting job to James 
Harris last week after the 
Rams lost to Green Bay and 
Harris responded by throwing 
three touchdown passes and 
running for another in a 37-14 
rout of the 49ers, 
Hadi s departure could open 
the way for Namath to make 
his way west. He is playing out 
his option with the New York 
Jets this year and has hinted 
for the past, few years that he 
would like to move to the West 
Coast where he could be near 
the movie industry. He plans to 
go into acting when his career 
is over. 
The big drawback was Hadl, 
a friend, of Namath.’s and his 
personal choice as one of the 
top three quarterbacks in the 
game.

The town’s Emergency Fund 
Center agreed, to accept dona­ 
tions of money, clothing and 
furniture on behalf of Pompillo 
and local teen-agers scheduled 
a dance to raise funds. 
A local newspaper, the Tri-

Schmidt with ‘misfeasance’ in 
office, 
for 
while 
he 
has 
technically not broken the law, 
what he has done is wrongful 
and 
potentially 
injurious 
to 
millions of children.” 
Schmidt called 
Proxmire’s 
charges “needless scare tac­ 
tics.” 
Proxmire 
said 
there 
was 
scientific evidence that Aspar­ 
tame 
becomes 
toxic 
when 
combined 
with 
monosodium 
glu.tom.ate, a chemical 'used 
widely to preserve and enhance 
the flavor of processed foods. 
He quoted Dr. John W. Olney, 
associate professor of psychiat­ 
ry at Washington University 
School of Medicine in St. Louis, 
who 
told 
the 
FDA: 
“If 
packages of Aspartame are 
available for free-flowing use in 
the home, infants and children 
will have at their finger-tips an 
instant brain damaging powder 
which tastes like candy.” 
Schmidt said, “It is unfortu­ 
nate that the senator would 
resort to such needless scare 
tactics on so sensitive a m atter 
of public health.”

SULFUR IN INDIANA COAL 


Indiana's enormous deposits of coal rep­ 
resent a large reserve of energy. Unfortu­ 
nately, our coal 'Contains sulfur, which 
contributes to air pollution when it is 
burned. Studies at the Geological Survey 
have shown that about half of this sulfur 
is present as the mineral pyrite and half is 
organic sulfur in the original plant struc­ 
ture. Methods have been devised to remove 
pyrite by flotation during processing at 


the tipple, but a practical method of 
removing the organic sulfur has not yet 
been found. 
Methods also are being sought to remove 
sulfur dioxide from flue gases. Several 
removal methods have been devised for 
coal-burning electrical generating plants 
(which consume most of Indiana's coal 
production), but they are expensive and 
are yet to be perfected.

National Polls Shows Utility 
Companies Have Adequate Fuel

All. but a. few utility compa­ 
nies think they have ample coal 
supplies to withstand both a 
cold, turn-up-the-heat winter 
and. a. 'threatened. United Mine 
Workers strike, but a walkout 
could shut down the steel 
industry.. 
Some less secure utilities, 
expecting the worst, have asked 
state 
governments 
to 
put 
mandatory fuel-saving meas­ 
ures into effect, according to a 
UPI survey showed. 
For steel and coal companies, 
the 
outlook 
was 
altogether 
bleak. 
Utilities in 
Illinois, 
Utah, 
West 'Virginia, New York, Ohio, 
Kentucky, Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida and Pennsylvania said 
they had anywhere from 45 to 
90 days supply of stockpiled 
coal. 
Their spokesmen said they 
thought —with the help of some 
customer restraint —they could 
weather a UMWA strike, now 
threatened for Nov. 12. 
The Tennessee Valley Au­ 


thority, however, depends on 
coal for about 80 per cent of the 
electricity it generates. 
About 75 per cent of its 
supplies come 
from 
UMW- 
contract mines to serve all of 
Tennessee and parts of Vir­ 
ginia, North Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Ken­ 
tucky. 
In anticipation of a miners’ 
strike, the 
TVA has 
been 
warning its customers for a 
year1 to 'begin conserving, even 
asking for a 15 to 20 per cent 
voluntary reduction in fuel use. 
Lately,

messages 
have 
gotten stronger. 
Officials say that a strike this 
year the length of the 1971 
strike —45 days —would ex­ 
haust most of the stockpiles of 
its 
coal-fired 
planta. 
Some 
plants, like the one at Bull Run, 
Tenn,., only have an 18-day 
stockpile. 
TVA Chairman Aubrey J. 
Wagner said, “If voluntary 
(energy-saving) efforts do not 
provide sufficient savings, the 
only alternative will be more

Federal Judge Rules Nixon 
May Use Tapes For Trial 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal judge ruled Monday 
former President Nixon may 
use his White House tapes and 
documents to prepare his 
testimony for the Watergate 
covenip trial. 
U.S. District Judge Charles 
R. Richey’s ruling followed 
motions by Nixon for access to 
the material. He also heard a 
request by a group of reporters 
and historians asking for a 
temporary restraining order on 
disposition of the tapes and 
documents. 
Nixon’s attorneys contended 
the former president needs Ms 
records to prepare for possible 
testimony, and —because of his 
illness with phlebitis —must 
have them nearby. Miller has 
indicated Nixon may recover 
enough to testify at the trial. 
Judge John J. Sirica has 
asked for a medical report in 
three weeks on Nixon’s condi­ 
tion and his ability to appear in 
court.

Sugar and spice and such 
things nice are being taken off 
restaurant tables for fear 'that 
custom ers caught up in the 
inflation pinch will steal all 
that's available. 


“Our customers will take all 
the free sugar they can get," 
said a waitress for Chicago's 
Cambridge House restaurant. 


“We still keep sugar packets 
on the table, but we keep an 
eye on it to make sure it’s 
being used on our coffee of tea 
or whatever. A lot of people 
come in and order milk or 
juice, then pack their pockets 
full of our sugar." 


Other restaurants, especially 
the low-priced establishments, 
are not as generous. 
“Sugar is as expenive for us 
as for anybody else,” said a 
spokesman 
for a 
northwest 
Indiana restaurant chain, 


“We just let people ask us for 
the 
sugar 
now. 
Then 
the 
waitress gives them, what they 
want. That way, we don’t have 
people helping themselves and 
taking the stuff home. 


“We even have people steal­ 
ing 
the 
salt 
and 
pepper, 
shakers and all. If we don’t 
keep an eye on them. Now our 
customers have to ask for the 
salt and pepper before it’s put 
on the table." 


The high price of sugar —up 
from 69 cents to more than $2 
for five pounds, has 
made 
fortune hunters of many a 
restaurant patron. 


Some restaurants have used 
health warnings to keep their 
customers off the sweet stuff. 


"We are trying to encourage 
the use of sugar substitutes that 
we put on the tables anyway,"

I’ve heard of people pilfering it 
off tables back east and in the 
Midwest, but we haven’t gotten 
to that point yet."

sugar 
unless specifically asked for it, 
and others refuse to put sugar 
in bowls on customers’ tables 
for fear it will be stolen. 


Restaurants in Atlanta also 
have

sugar packet at a time to 
sweet-toothed customers. 


Restaurants in Philadelphia, 
Houston and Detroit said they

But when the pressure 
mounts to where you feel you 
can't handle it. any longer., 
realize that you can switch on 
your interior cooling system 


Dr. Abraham Lurie, director 
of social work services at Long 
Island Jewish-Hillside Medical 
Center in New Hyde Park, 
N.Y., outlined, some of them... 


“Some 
people 
appear 
to 
function better with the ten­ 
sions of urban living. Creativity 
seems to increase Remember 
there are difficulties in every 
job. There i.s no such thing as 
an idyllic condition.” 


If pressures seem at the 
bursting point, first try self- 
examination. What is causing 
the tension? The job? Family 
relationships? Social maladjust­ 
ment? Some inner irritant? 


If self-analysis doesn't work 
within a reasonable time, then 
consider 
professional 
coun­ 
seling, Lurie said. Don't, go on 
the tranquilizer o:r alcohol, 'path 
as an out. 


The most common causes of 
pressures are marital prob­ 
lems, child rearing, economic 
insecurity, sexual hangups, the 


in-laws, too many people in uig 
cities, 
our 
affluent 
society 
showing us things we want and 
can’t 
have, 
and 
increased 
competition with which some 
persons can't cope. 


Lurie said if you can identify 
the cause or causes of stress, 
put the m atter in perspective 
Decide how significant it is to 
you in the context of your life.
